AN ORDINANCE adding an exception to the
prohibition against sale and
consumption of alcoholic beverages in
county parks, amending Ordinance 6798,
Section 64 and K.C.C. 7.12.640, adding
new Section D, and declaring an

emergency.
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF KING COUNTY:

SECTION 1. Ordinance 6798, Section 64 as amended, and K.U.U.
7.12.640 is hereby amended to read as follows:

‘Alcoholic beverages. Selling, opening, possessing alcoholic
beverages in an open container, or .consuming any alcoholic
beverage in a King County park, recreation area, or assoc{ated
marine area is prohibited except in the following designated

areas subject to approval by the manager and under the following

conditions:
The sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages is
permissible at the Enumclaw golf course.

B. The sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages is

permissible for special use permit groups at the King County
fairgrounds, provided that the activities conform to the
requirements of the Washington State Liguor Control Board
pursuant ‘to Title 66, R,C.H.

C. Thé sale and consumption of a]coho]ic beverages is
permissible at designated indoor and outdoor locations within
Marymoor Park by special use permit groups, provided that the
activities conform to the requirements of the Washington State
Liquor Control Board pursuant to Title 66, R.C.W., and that such
serving and consumption is confined to the designated location.
The manager shall designate the locations within the park where

such activity is permissible.
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D. The sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages is

permissible at designated indoor and outdoor locations within the

King County Aquatics Center by special use permit groups,

provided that the activities conform to the requirements of the

Washington State Liquor Control Board pursuant to Title 66,

R.C.W., and that such serving and consumption is confined to the

designated location. The manager shall designate the locations

within the center where such activity is permissible. This

Subsection D shall expire August 31, 1990.

- SECTION 2. The county council finds as a fact and declares
that an emergency exists and the this ordinance is necessary for
the immediate preservation of public peace, health or safety or

for the support of county government and its existing,pub]ic.
